THE POLITICAL POSITION. 

In one oi the oest speccbos made in the 
rocent dobato on Ibe relorm bill in the House 
of Commons it was ;hown that democracy, 
with all its faulls, had one great overwhelm- 
ing virtue, and lhat was vvbeii it know it had 
blundered il strove imracdinii-'ly to rectify 
tho error. With all the teachings of phi- 
losophy there are really but fow grander 
attributes than this. Human nature 
is in ilaelf so imperfect that oven wise 
men are guided nioro by tho effects 
of imprudenco than by an intuitivo know- 
ledge of right- When a Government 
therefore, is willing to laarn from experience 
—when it is anxious to retrieve error so soon 
as the effects display themsolv.s — call it 
what wo will it is a wise Government and a 
good Government, nnd one moat suited to the 
growing wants and capacities of man. If 
this peculiarity belongs to a popular govern- 
ment, ws may Balely say the opposite char- 
acteristic belongs to a government that is not 
of tho peoplo. Wherever we find tho " one 
man power'' or the inclination to rulo inde- 
pendent of public opinion, we shall speedily 
discover a tenacity to one class of ideas— a 
blind adherence to a policy or lino of conduct 
that reason and experience may over and over 
again repudiate. This is the great stumbling, 
block in tho way of progress — tho Iruitful 
cause of revolution. We cannot shut our 
eyes to it. History piosents it to us so plain 
that he who ruDS may road. The Govern- 
ment of Vancouver Island does not, however, 
apparently rend history ; wo regret to say 
indeed that tho experience of tho past is 
hopelessly lost npon it. It is to all intents 
and purposes the " one man " Government, 
doing what it likes independent of, and very 
frequently antagonistic to, the people. The 
result is, it is brought at present to a stand- 
still. It virtually defied the power of the 
Assembly ; it throw out ils bills and talked 
flippantly of its legislation ; and now it has 
to come down to the body it has so frequently 
insulted, and ask for something very like 
pardon and a eondonemeDt of its offences 
Wo say il hna to do this ; although in its 
bungling way it still attempts to nssumo tho 
poaitionof mentor rather than pupil. Nothing 
can be a sadder commentary on irresponsible 
government than the crisis which the Ex- 
ecutive and its Upper Houso have brought 
ubout. For years tbey have been ignoring 
the wishes of the people — session alter ses- 
sion, they have persistently thrown out every 
bill that hud for 'its object the benefit of the 
country, and still thoy had tho hardihood to 
expect that the people's representatives would, 
like dumb spiritless animals, draw the supply 
bill at the crack of the whip. Events have 
Hhown how sadly they were mistaken. 
They have hod their own mulish way long 
enough. They have injured the colony al- 
most beyond redemption ; imprisonment for 
debt still drives tbo enterprising man from 
the country and deters to a great extent nn 
influx of peoplo to our shores. A Homo, 
stead law and other acts for encouraging 
persons to settle among us have been time 
and again refused, and still tho public are 
asked to put their hands deep in their pock- 
ets and support not only a useless Gov- 
ernment but one that has proved in 
nearly every instance hostile to the 
popular will. His Excellency inlorms 
the House in bis despatch of Wednes- 
day last that the estimates have been be- 
fore tho Assembly for five mouths, out the 
House may well reply that tho principal 
measures of tho country have boen before 
His Excellency's official legislators for two 
years— that measures of infinite more im- 
portance than a Supply Bill — measures that 
would teud to increaso the material wealth o 1 
the country instead of pumping dry the 
i public purse, have been bent to the Upper 
House, session after session, but in vain. 
His Excellency may attach very much irn- 
poitance to the supplies ; he may think, in 
fact, that tho only duty tho House has got to 
perform, is lo vote them ; but he will find 
when it is probably too late, that the- public 
of Vancouver Island have got something else 
to do besides paying exorbitant taxes, and 
that Government hus a highor duty than 
attempting to force, with all iho injustice of 
tho highwayman, a ruinous tribute from the 
people, The taxes of the country ure so maeli 
waste money ; the colony has virtually nothing 
to alio* for them but a large staff of Mucinl* 
tbnt partako more of tho incubus than the 
assistance Iu this shameful stala ol nffuirs, 
when public opinion hns been distinctly and 
repeatedly set ut defiance, l!ie House o( As- 
sembly is naked to get the Iixecutivo out of- 
its mess, and gtvo it power to obtain means 
to carry on tho Government. Wo lmvo no 
hesitation in saying that the Assembly hiw 
every irVnire to keep up tho cretlii of tin; 
country, but it has not tho de3iro ol carry- 
ing out iho whim of any class of men 
in the Executive. U demands some- 
thing iu the shape ol nselul legislation and 
unions it turns recreant lo public interoaia 
it will have it. No sympathy is felt 
for His Excellency in tho present orisis ; it 
was his duty to have governed nccording to 
tho wishes of tho people. If the IIouxo of 
Assembly chosu to raiso or lower tho Estim- 
ates, Governor Kennedy, as a prudent Gov- 
ernor, hod no reason to interfere. It wiis li in 
polioy lo throw tho responsibility of the 
action nn tho House. If they acted foolishly, 
without discretion, or in antagonism to the 
Executive, them was the people at any time 
to bo appealed [q through a dissolution ; il 
on the other hand thoy acted with lagneftT, 
then His Exoeller.ov had npthing to do but 
to accept their views. Ho has not done eo ; 
ho has boen led into a. labyrinth of difficulties 
by his sincere official advisors of tho Uppur 
IIoobo, and bo, nuw comos to tho Assembly 

for relief.

The most important arrivals since our last issue, 
are- thi bark "Eastern Chief" from Liverpool, 
with n general cargo; and tho schooner "Pre- 
mier, ' from Honolulu, with a cargo of sugars &c. 
A considerable portion of the latter cargo has al- 
ready been disposed of by auction, at pricoi which 
may be deemed satisfactory. Several parcels of 
goods per "Eastern Chief" arc likely to moet 
with ready sale, but we fear the spirits, of which 
there are somewhat large shipments, will conic to 
a poor market; with the exception of Whiskies, 
tlio placo is already overstocked, and even allow- 
ing for an expected increase in the demand, the 
iquor trade must for some time remain flat, 

Tho great complaint at present amongst our 
mercantile community, is tho impassable state of 
the trail from Seymour to the mines, for pack 
animals. Twenty-five miles of this road is rep- 
resented as nothing but mire; and the Govern- 
ment instead of placing as many as could work to 
advantage to make good tho defects, had by last 
nccounts only ten men employed on it. At tho 
present time, this stato of things is proving most 
injurious to our trade, ninny thousands worth of 
goods aro now detained at Seymour, aud the ship 
pcra remain without any re-turns, until the goods 
reach their destination. 

The Oregon merchants in the meantime am 
making the most of our disadvantage, and holding 
at present almost a monopoly of the Big Bend 
trade. Tho steamer built for tho Kamloopa and 
Shuswap Lakes, has been completed and run- 
ning for some time, so that this short piece o 
road is now the only impediment to traffic. It i» 
to be hoped however Liiat the British Columbian 
Government have seen the short sightedness of 
his policy, and made arrangements for pushing 
forward the repairs of the road with greater vigor, 
as the richness of the mines has now been placed 
beyond doubt, and any money spent on improv- 
ing the access, must be well laid out. 

The prospects of tho Cariboo mines seem 
brighter than ever. The hill tunnelling has in 
almost every instance proved a success, and dig- 
gings of this kind are of t^o most lasting nature. 
Although tho present dullness of trade may in- 
cline us to view everything in a desponding light, 
yet our mineral resources, every day proving more 
extensive, should serve to buoy up the spirits 
with well grounded hopes of the future

DRY GOODS.— The retailers who import their 
own goods, may ho said to monopolize about 
three fourths of the local trade, in this line. The 
British Columbia and country bui'neia is there- 
fore the mainstay of the wholesale dealers, and 
tho difficulties of the transport of goods to the 
mines, affects this as well hs other merchandise. 
Tho stocks are very slender, and if any demand 
suddenly arises, many things will be completely 
run out. At present there is almost nothing 
doing. 

FLOUR. — Business has not been so active as 
might reasonably havo been expected, hut it 
may bo attributed to the larae cause that effects 
other branches of business at tho present Junc- 
ture. Although arrivals from time to time keep 
up average stocks, they may run low in a very 
short tirno when an improved state of the roads 
is brought about.

arriving at Kamloopa at 7:45. Shu started 
Irom thero at a.m. and arrived at 6 p.m. 
Tho passengers could not sufficiently praitio 
tho exquisitely beautiful and rich tracts of 
furming und grazing land stretching for miles 
on both sides of tbo Thompson. Little 
thought they that British Columbia could 
boast of such possessions, and I must not 
forgot to mention the excitement amongst 
tho Indians who were almoat frantic at the 
sight of a steamer. Thoy rode furiously 
along Ihe banks trying to keep up with her 
and seemed lost in admiration. 

SEYMOUR CITY. ' 

Before concluding I must say a low words 
about our city and its lulurc prospects. Tho 
population is about five hundred, and can 
boast of six saloons, thirteen stores, fivo 
bakeries, three restaurants, two butcher's 
shops, and eleven shoemakers, two paintors, 
ono stationery shop, six physicians, and o 
drug storo, two tin shops, two barber shops, 
oighl washhouses nnd a balbing house. I 
might nlso mention an exlensivo fishery, two 
breweries, two blacksmiths' shops and a 
livery staulo lo say nothing of a coffee and 
doughnut stand. 

prospects op tub country. 

Notwithstanding the ninny disappointed, 
sore fooled, light pocketed, weak beaded, 
sick hearted, bootless and pantless specimens 
ol the genus homo returning from Seymour, 
every one who has ono " bit's" interest peud- 
ing on the reault of Big Bend must feel (juite 
satisfied that despite tho drawbacks arising 
from a very late and scvore season, these 
mines will turn out to bo the great Eldorado 
of British Columbia. All our merchants 
require is that tho British Columbian Gov- 
ernment will give them an equal show (as 
is I heir duty) with our American neighbors. 

Ono of Judge O'Heilly'a stall has just 
airived, who informs us that prospects of six 
dollars to llueo pans has been obtained from 
the bottom of a shaft on a hill on McCul- 
looh's Creek. The miners themselves have 
every faith in tho country. I believe that in 
the course of a few weeks many important 
discoveries will bo made. Some miuers are 
now prospoctiug on the South arm ol the 
Shuswap Lake- In Ihe meantime wo would 
advise all our Iriends below lo keep up their 
spirits and to look forward lo a busy fall and 
a bright Christmas in the good time comiug.

The steamer Marten made her first trip 
up here yesterday and caused much excite- 
ment and joy among our population, which 
now amounts to nearly 300. 

FAITII IN THE JUNES. 

In spile of tho groat pack rush of men 
who never tried the Big Bend mines wo have 
here greal faith in them. It is a positive 
fuct that several claims above pay Irom 10 
lo 15 ounces a day to companies of four or 
fivo men, nnd that those cluims are tho only 
ones which have been opened with a pros- 
pect of paying. The season is early yet, a 
areat deal of snow remains on iho ground, 
which has disappointed a good many minors 
who are lelurniug, but it will be found after 
the mines arc onco opened that the best 
season will bo from October to Decomber, 
when tho climate is mild, and neither snow, 
water nor cold will prevent the miners at that 
season Irora working their claims.

ARRIVAL OP TIIE STEAMER MARTEN. 

This has certainly been the moal eventful 
day that Seymour City lias yet witnessed, 
made so by tho airival of tho muuh wished 
lor steamer Marlon. To you dear Victorians 
whom wo pioturo to ouisoWes nn--:nu.rly 
awaiting ihe arrival of overy down steamer 
in order that you may hear some enooura- j 
ging and reliable news from the Big Bend, 
I feel certain that it will be as great an 
amount of joy anil satisfaction to hear that 
at about six o'clock this evoning the greatest 
excitement was caused by the steamer Mar* 
ton coming round the point and delighting 
tbo eyesight of every Seymourito as hIio 
swiftly and gracolully glided through the 
noblo waters ol tho Shuswap Lake. Five 
hundred hungry pioneers about that time 
were partaking of thoir ovonius (los0 of 



o'clock on Friday night began flowing at 
tho rata of two barrels a minute, ths water 
being as clear as crystal, but ol a Btrong, 
sulphurous taslo. 

In this city house rent ih advancing 
rapidly, owing chiefly to tho number of Ame- 
rican families settling hero. Certain dwell- 
ings which a fow months ago produced but 
i?fi and $0 por month, now command $8 and 
$9. Il is almost impossiblo for new comers 
to get a suitable residence ut any price, and 
yet at thij timo building operations are by 
no mcano brisk in comparison with laet year. 
— London Free Press. 

OTTAWA. 

Thrco now canal boats for the Ottawa 
trade uro to bo launched nt Montreal. 

The Ottawa Horticultural Society will 
hold two shows this yeur — tho first in June. 

Tho imports this year oxceod those of tho 
samo period last year by S-l, 000,000— Ihreo- 
fourths of tho increase being in dry goods; 

tt is understood that Iho Governor- Genera I 
will arrive here on Saturday next, and take 
up his residence at Rideau Hall. 

Navigation ia now open be'weon Ottawa 
hnd Montreal, and steamers aro running reg- 
ular trips. The canal is ot high waler mark. 

Tho Canada slates that Mr. McGreevy was 
on Saturday to withdraw all his workmen 
from tho rooms to bo oocupied during tho 
coming session by the two Houses of Parlia- 
ment. They are finished only for tempornry 
accommodation, and work is to bo resumed 
upon them after the session is over. 

On Monday, the Sons of St. George formed 
a largo processiou, and headed by a band, 
wont to church. About 150 sat down to 
diunor in tho evening. Letters of apology 
woio rcud from tho Hou. Messrs, J. A. Mac- 
donald, Gait, Howland, Campbell, nnd 
Chapaia, who wero not able to attend. 
Hon. Messrs. McGee, Cock'burn, and Blair 
were present. 

Tho Ottawa River has risen greatly during 
the Inst few days ; at present the rise is at 
tho rato of nearly two feet a day, 

The Civil service clerks are about to pe- 
tition tho Government for a bonus or a gen- 
eral increase in salaries, In view of tho ex- 
traordinary rise in the prico of nearly all the 
noccssaries of life; Soma of those upon 
small Balarics havo been reduced to great 
straits since their arrival in Ottawa. 

Thero havo been very few houses built here 
during last wiuler, and it is just as difficult 
to obtain houses hero at present as il waa 
last fall. 

A rumber of stained glass windows of 
beautiful design have been placed in thu 
Legislative Chambers. They produce a very 
pleosing and magnificent ellect. 

There is groat activity just now in the 
sawmills on the Chaudier. For some time to 
come they will havo to work night and day, 
the quantity of lumber ordered boing as large 
or larger than in any previous years. 

A quantity ol timber which wan kept here 
during the winter is now being raited and 
will shortly bo on its way to Quobec. It is 
iho property of Mr. John Egan, and will bo 
tho first raft of tho season. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The Nova Scotia Government havo intro- 
duced inlo tho Legislaiuro a bill in regard to 
persons using or publishing seditions and 
treasonable language. Although such an act 
is in foroo In Grcul Britain, il Iiub nevor been 
(ound necessary lo havo ono in this Province 
until the present timo. 

The Guelpb Advertiser reports that on 
Saturday morning, at Uockwood, three 
children of Mr. James Berry were poisoned 
by strychnine obtained in n drug store in the 
village in a mistake for medicino. Two of 
them aro alroady dead, and the third not ex* 
peeled to survive. 

On Monday last about twenty Boldiers of 
tho lGth Regiment, stationed in Stratlord, 
wailed upon the Rev. Mr. Patterson, in tho 
vestry ol St. James Churoh, and presented 
him with a vary handsome writing desk and 
silver inkstand. 

On Thursday evening last a dinner was 
given at Goderich in honor of tho volunteers 
at which about 200 porsons wero present. 
It is described us having been a magnificent 
reception. 

Salt is now being produced in Sussex, N, 
B. Tho St. John papers speak highly of the 
article, and say that it will compure favor- 
ably with any of foreign production. 

A movement has been begun in Barrie 
for the erection of n flax null, in furtherance 
of which n public meeting has been called 
by tbo Reeve. 

There nre now ships on the St, Lawienco 
of 40,000 tonnage.
